HONOR TO A HERO 


Marked Tributes Are Paid to Ad- 


miral Dewey. 


ANNIVERSARY OF VICTORY. AT MANILA 


It Is Generally Observed, with Ap- 
propriate Exercises, Throughout 
America—Some of, the Most 
Notable Celebrations. 


New York, May 2. — While at the 
navy yard President McKinley sent the 
following cablegram to Admiral Dewey: 

“May 1, 1899.—Dewey, Manila: On this 
anniversary of your great victory the peo- 
ple of the United States unite in an expres- 
sion of affection and gratitude to yourself 
and the brave officers and men of your 
fleet, whose brilliant achievements marked 
an epoch in history and which will live in 
the annals of the world’s heroic deeds. 

(Signed) “WILLIAM M’KINLEY.” 

New York, -May 2.—Dewey day was 
celebrated in the public schools in this 
city by special exercises commemo- 
rating the victory at Manila and by the 
fiying of flags on all school buildings. 

; Big Day at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, May 2. — “Dewey day” 
was celebrated in this city with impos- 
ing pomp and ceremony. Gov. Stone, 
by proclamation, made the occasion a 
holiday in this state on the recom- 
mendation of the legislature. 

The most important event was the 
naval parade on the Delaware river, 
which was reviewed by naval and civie 
dignitaries. The harbor presented a 
beautiful specacle, innumerable flags 
and red, white and blue bunting en- 
twined with the city colors, blue and 


gold, being displayed in profusion on 


hundreds of vessels. The buildings 
along the river front and throughout 
the city were gayly decorated. 

All the vessels to participate in the 
pageant started at a signal from the 
navy yard from a point a short dis- 
tance below League island. The parade 
proceeded to the east side of the river, 
passing the Raleigh, Capt. Coghlan re- 
viewing the procession from the bridge 
of the warship. As the head of the pro- 
cession reached the Raleigh, the gallant 
little cruiser fired the national salute, 
and then until the last vessel in the 
parade had repassed her on the west 
side of the river, the salutes from the 
Raleigh were almost continuous. 

Dewey Day Accident. 

Mauch Chunk, Pa., May 2.—By the 
premature discharge of a cannon used 
in the celebration of Dewey day, three 
persons were badly injured. They were: 
Unknown boy, badly burned and cut; 
Jerry Conway, three fingers blown off, 
and James McGee, arm torn off. Mc- 
Gee displayed remarkable’nerve. He 
picked up his arm and carried it to a 
railroad hospital car. The canngn was 
heavily loaded with powder and stones. 

The Day at Chicago. 

Chicago, May 2. — One year ago Mon- 
day Dewey’s ships glided like phan- 
toms of the deep, in the gray dawn, 


“through the channel of Manila bay. 


The roar of cannon that followed not 
only startled Montojo and his unhappy 
crew, but reverberated across the globe, 
Monday the echo was heard from one 
end of this country to the other. 

Patriotism was kindled in thousands 
of little hearts in the publie schools, 
where the story of the daring venture 
across the torpedo-blocked channel and 
the rapid succession of thrilling events 
in the Bay of Manila was told in song, 
poem and story. he 

Aside from the production of the 
“Manila Te Deum” by the composer at 
the Auditorium Monday evening, with 
grand instrumental music and a chorus, 
the celebration at the Ashland club, 
where @ “naval banquet” was. given, 
and the “expansion” dinner given.at the 
University of Chicago, which, in a sense, 
was a rebuke totheanti-expansion dem- 
onstration Sunday afternoon at Central 
Music hall, no formal observance of 
the day was arranged in this city. 

At Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, May 2.—Dewey day was 
celebrated generally in this city. Flags 
were flying from all the city and county 
buildings and many business houses. 
National hymns were sung in all the 
public schools. 

At St. Louis. — 

St. Louis, May 2.—Dewey day was 
generally observed here by a display of 
the national colors. Down town the 
business blocks were fairly covered 
with flags and bunting, while in the 
residence section of the city almost 
everybody displayed one or more flags.

Presidential Party Returns to the 
Capital. from New York—Viszit 
to the Navy Yard. 


New York, May 2.—President and 
Mrs. McKinley breakfasted early in the 
morning at the Hotel Manhattan. Aft- 
er breakfast the president received a 
number of callers, among them Gen. 
Grenville M. Dodge. 

The presidential party visited the 
navy yard. Rear Admiral Philip, with 
Capts. Miller, Ide, Farnholdt and Ar- 
nold, greeted the president and his es- 
cort when they came ashore. As the 
president approached the Lyceum the 
marine band played “Hail to the Chief,” 
and while the marines presented arms 
the officers and spectators doffed their 
hats. Admiral Philip introduced each 
of the officers to the president, who 
shook hands with every one of them. 
After this the party wás escorted 
through the stores and factories, and 
then visited the Yosemite and Glacier. 
which they inspected. After the in- 
spection they were invited to luncheon 
at the commandant’s residence. After 
luncheon, the president and the other 
visitors returned to the city. 

President McKinley spent a quiet 
evening at the Manhattan hotel and left 
this city at ten o’clock for a special 
Pennsylvania railroad train in J ersey 
City which left for Washington at mid- 
night. The president retired as soon as 
he got aboard the special train.

Washington, May 2.—-Brig.-Gen. H. C. 
Merriam, commanding the department 
of Colorado, has been ordered to Boise 
City, to consult witn tne governor of 
Idaho regarding the necessity and use 
of the United States troops at the Ward- 
ner strike. The general has placed at 
his disposal any of the troops available 
whether in the department of Colorado 
or not. The troops in the surrounding 
departments have been ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness to respond. to 
orders to move when issued by Gen. 
Merriam. There are some companies 
in the vicinity of the strike, such as 
Fort Spokane, Helena, Montana, Van 
Couver, and Boise, which can be sent to 
the scene of the riots in a very short 
time. The whole matter isin the hands 
of Gen. Merriam. 

Troops in Readiness. 

Omaha, Neb., May 2.—The troops in 
the department of the Missouri are all 
under waiting orders in anticipation of 
being sent to Wardner, Idaho. Cars 
were sent to Fort Crook Sunday after- 
noon and held with engine attached 
ready to pull out with a battalion of the 
Sixteenth infantry at a moment’s notice. 

San Francisco, May 2.—The troops at 
the Presidio are practically under arms 
and ready at a moment’s notice to re- 
spond to the call of Gov. Steunen- 
berg of Idaho to assist in quelling the 
riot at Wardner and preserving order. 

All Quiet. 

Wardner, Idaho, May 2.—There were 
no disturbances in the mining district 
Monday. Eleven men were seen from 
Wardner going over the mountains, 
each with a rifle on his shoulder, but 
their identity or destination were not 
known. A considerable number of non- 
union men left on the train and also a 
few strikers. Citizens are in dread of 
further outrages from now until the 
arrival of troops. 
lett Sinclair arrived here Monday as 
a representative of Gov.

New York, -May 2.—Dewey day was 
celebrated in the publie schools in this 
city by special exercises commemo- 
rating the victory at Manila and by the 
fiying of flags on all school buildings. 

Big Day at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, May 2. — “Dewey day” 
was celebrated in this city with impos- 
ing pomp and ceremony. Gov. Stone, 
by proclamation, made the occasion a 
holiday in this state on the recom- 
mendation of the legislature. 

The most important event was the 
naval parade on the Delaware river, 
which was reviewed by naval and civie 
dignitaries. The harbor presented a 
beautiful specacle, innumerable flags 
and red, white and blue bunting en- 
twined with the city colors, blue and 


gold, being displayed in profusion on 


hundreds of vessels. The buildings 
along the river front and throughout 
the city were gayly decorated. 

All the vessels to participate in the 
pageant started at a signal from the 
navy yard from a point a short dis- 
tance below League island. The parade 
proceeded to the east side of the river, 
passing the Raleigh, Capt. Coghlan re- 
viewing the procession from the bridge 
of the warship. As the head of the pro- 
cession reached the Raleigh, the gallant 
little cruiser fired the national salute, 
and then until the last vessel in the 
parade had repassed her on the west 
side of the river, the salutes from the 
Raleigh were almost continuous. 

Dewey Day Accident. 

Mauch Chunk, Pa., May 2.—By the 
premature discharge of a cannon used 
in the celebration of Dewey day, three 
persons were badly injured. They were: 
Unknown boy, badly burned and cut; 
Jerry Conway, three fingers blown off, 
and James McGee, arm torn off. Mc- 
Gee displayed remarkable-nerve. He 
picked up his arm and carried it to a 
railroad hospital car. The canngn was 
heavily loaded with powder and stones. 

The Day at Chicago. 

Chicago, May 2. — One year ago Mon- 
day Dewey’s ships glided like phan- 
goms óf the deep, in the gray dawn, 
“through the channel of Manila bay. | 
The roar of cannon that followed not 
only startled Montojo and his unhappy 
crew, but reverberated across the globe. 
Monday the echo was heard from one 
ene of this country to the other. 

Patriotism was kindled in thousands 
of little hearts in the publie schools, 
where the story of the daring venture 
across the torpedo-blocked channel and 
the rapid succession of thrilling events 
in the Bay of Manila was told in song, 
poem and story. 

Aside from the paditi of the 
“Manila Te Deum” by the composer at 
the Auditorium Monday evening, with 
grand instrumental music and a chorus, 
the celebration at the Ashland club, 
where @ “naval banquet” was--given, 
and the “expansion” dinner given at the 
University of Chicago, which, ina sense, 
was a rebuke to theanti-expansion dem- 
onstration Sunday afternoon at Central 
Music hall, no formal observance of 
the day was arranged in this city. 

At Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, May 2.—Dewey day was 
celebrated generally in this city. Flags 
were flying from all the city and county 
buildings and many business houses. 
Nitional hymns were sung in all the 
public schools. 

At St. Louis: 

St. Louis, May 2.—Dewey day was 
generally observed here by a display of 
the national colors. Down town the 
business blocks were fairly covered 
with flags and bunting, while in the 
residence section of the city almost 
everybody displayed one or more flags. 

Boston Celebrates. 

Boston, May 2. — Dewey day was 
celebrated here Monday by a display of 
flags over the national, state and city ! 
‘buildings and prominent business 
houses, and also receptions held by 
patriotic societies. In many of the 
pan schools there were appropriate 
exercises, : 

San Francisco Remembers Dewey. 

San Francisco, May 2. — The tst of 
May having been made by the legisla- 
ture a state holiday, special exercises 
in commemoration of Dewey’s great 
victory took place in almost every city 
and town in California. In this city the

of the Spanish at Corregdor. 
New Orleans Celebrates. 

New Orleans, May 2. — Dewey day 
was celebrated here in the schools 
Monday.

National Association Sessions 
Grand Rapids Are Grow-« 
ing in Interest.

Grand Rapids, Mich. , May 2.—Interest 
in the national woman suffrage con- 
vention appears to increase with each 
succeeding session.

Mrs.. Lovica Reade, widow of Sir John 
Reade, of Webster, of whose life there 
was given a long.account.in The Times 
a few days ago, died yesterday. aged 83 
year's. Her children are in the direct 
line of an English: baronet, and the 
value of. the estate is estimated to be 
$40,000. | To 

Last winter a son, George . Reade, 
who is financially irresponsible, went to 
England anid secured the appointment 
-as one of the original trustees of the 


“estate, and i ‘from that time the yearly 


allowances of $1,000 (paid quarterly) to 
Mrs. Reade ceased, the English authori- 
ties writing that they would do all their 
business through “Sir George Reade.”’ 


The latter refused to turn the money 


over to the guardian appointed for Mrs. 
Reade. The English courts refused to 
recognize any appointment in the courts 
of this country, and as. soon as the es- 
tate in England can ‘be settled. up the 
entire amount will be 
“Sir George Reade,” and his sisters fear 
that, on account of the financial irré- 
sponsibility of the new baron, and not 
being compelled: to give any bonds; the 
ordinary safeguards for their protection 
are not thrown out.

Father Chronas has laid low the city 


council of ’98 to "99, and in its place is 


the sturdy youngster of °99 -to ’00. A 
large numiber of citizens were present 


in the council hall last evening to wit- 


ness the demise of Ypsilantis legisla- 
tive body of the past year, and their 
presence added dignity to the impres- 
sive ‘ceremonies incident to the ad- 
journment ‘sine die and the aldveul of 
the new mayor and the new fathers. 
This year but littl changes were made 
in the council. The relative ranks of 
the aldermen as to seniority and junior 
Ihave been reversed, but the 
sole difference in ‘the personnel is the 
tall presence of S. B. Lappeus in the 
Third ward instead of W. B. Meanwell. 

The aldermen displayed an unusual 
tardiness in becoming assembled, and 
gathered together, and ït was not until 
the half stroke after 8 that the table 
was full and the meeting was called to 
order. It is the custom ‘to allow the re- 
tiring council time to close up any busi- 
ness which has abeen left - unfinished, 
anid the departing city dads took advan- 
tage of this custom: last evening about 
sixty minutes’ worth. A petition was 
presented from the property owners on 


Huron st. asking that the -street -be 
paved from Congress st. north to the 
north side of Cross. st.:.during -the 


present year, provided; however, that 
the charter be amended so that the as- 
sessments may be paid in annual pay- 
ments and extend over a considerable 
time. On motion of Ald. Huston, the 
matter wag referred to the committee 
on streets and walks. . 

Liquor bonds were presented by E. E. 
Jones and Adam Schanner and drug 
bonds by S. M. Crombie, Robt.

RITUALISM IN ENGLAND. 


od 


No other question possesses the same 
interest in England today as that of 
ritualism in the established church. 
The virtual schism is rapidly assuming 
a political form; and ministries may 
yet be formed or driven from power as. 
a result of the agitation. 

The subject is not an easy one to ex- 
plain to those whose churches are free 
from state control, and whose ritual is 
simple. The English services are pre- 
Scribed forms; and since every English 
subject—not every British subject—is 
theoretically a member of the church 
of England, violation of the “rubrics” 


in the prayer book—that is, the direc- 


tions how the service are to be con- 
ducted—is illegal. 

It is charged that there is a section 
of the clergy that is endeavoring to 
assimilate the service to that of the 
church of Rome by illegal practices. 
The communion service is by these 
priests termed the “mass.” It is pre- 
ceded aS in Roman Catholic churches 
by «sprinkling the congregation with 
“holy water,’ incense is used during 
the service; at the moment of conse- 
cration the “host” is elevated and ador- 
ed by the priest. 

These are but a few of the distinc- 
tively ritualistic practices; but other 
features of the “Romanizing”’ tendency 
are even more distasteful to those who 
cherish the Protestant traditions. Chief 
among them are the offering of pray- 
ers for the dead, which is of the es- 
sence of the doctrine of purgatory; and 
the requirement of “confession” to the 

“priest? before partaking of the com- 
munion, 

The prayer book advises those who 
are in trouble and perplexity to bring 
their anxiety to the minister, who may 
help them. The priests use this coun- 
sel as the basis of a refusal to admin- 
ister the sacrament to those who have 
not entered the confessional. 


A volume would be required to pre# 


sent in full the grievances of the Prot- 
estant section of the church,the ground 
they have for complaint, and the argu- 
ments by which the ritualists defend 
their own position. English feeling 
is stirred as it has rarely been in re- 
cent years. 

The prospect is that a determined 
effort will be made to stop the prac- 
tices referred to, by the existing law if 
that is sufficient, by more law if that 
should be necessary.—Youth’s Com- 
panion.

During the 
years immediately. following the war 
the statues—female figures—repre- 
senting Metz and Strasbourg, on the 
Place de Ja Concorde, at Paris, were 
decorated on every public holiday with 
flowers, crape and-emblems of deep 
mourning, while the people deposited 
nosegays at their base. To-day nobody 
pays any attention to them.
